Because Pancho Villa was a tude and uncultured 
person, and because more than one other prominent Te 
Mexican revolutionary work since Diaz has artsen 
{rom the lowly peon class, the impression prevails thai 
the present Mexican rebellion 1s founded upon the | 
intrinsic ignorance of the people. The Mexican saken | 
as a whole is uneducated. but he is far from ignorant. | 
His mind does not have to encompass literary, scien: 
tific and other learning in order to pass into the in- 
formed class. About the things which touch his life 
Le is not uninformed, but well qualified to speak. 

He is, moreover, a person of innate courtesy, with 
many little tricks of politeness which our leading 
college graduates do not by habit usc in order to pre- 
sent a polished cxterior to a critical world. The low- 
liest peon uses better grammar than an American high} 
school graduate. His vocabulary 1s large and his sex 
lection of words is amazingly acute. His mind worksj 
in concepts expressed in some of the most splendid, 
old Latin phrases. His conversation nceds only tone | 
to make it oratorical. |

Al Smith's men at arms had everything that ig 
followers of Escobar now possess to make ‘hem dis- 
satisfied with the outcome.

ican leaders, knew that the right system was to abide 
by the will of the majority, whereas the Mex:can} 
people have never learned that. They fail, because 
they lack an item of make-up, to observe that the 
successful candidate probably was_ fairly gleeted 
Their instant reaction is that if he can, so can they| 
gtasp at the presidency. Quick and passionate they do| 
not wait for an election and organize to win it, they} 
seck out the man with the sandals and lead him eh 
all manner of promises into an armed rebellion. ! 

To the rank and file of the rebels, the affair 
promises beans and tortillas and perhaps some loot. 

‘The next constitutional president—if any —will! 
be elected in November and will take office succeed-| 
ing Portes Gil, in February, 1930. That is, provided | 
Portes Gil lives and retains his office until. the end | 
of his provisional term. Meanwhile there will be 
strife. Even if the present movement is put down 
there will continue to be undercurren.s of disaffection.
